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THE BURRE FAMILY OF BARKING 
NN ELE ELLE A EE 
Barking in the fifteenth century was the largest town in south 
west Essex and the first place of importance on the north bank 
of the Thames, sailing from London. The estuary of the River 
Roding, where the town stands, provided port facilities adeq- 
uate for the shipping of the time. Fishing was an important 
element in the local economy and Barking smacks went regularly 
to the port of Billingsgate. 


Dominating the town and port were the buildings and two 
round towers of the Abbey of St. Mary, founded about the year 
660 by St. Erconwald, Bishop of London. It housed one of the 
largest communities of Benedictine nuns in England. : 


The Abvey was the Lord of the Manor of Barking and owned, 
at this time, about twenty thousand acres of land that today 
comprise the modern Boroughs of Barking, Ilford and Dagenham. 
The Abbey owned many other properties elsewhere, including 
Ingatestone Hall which remained a vigorous centre of Catholic 
life throughout penal times. 


Among the tenants of the Manor were a family named Burre. 
These were "free" tenants as distinct from copyhold tenants. 
The customs of the Manor of Barking were highly curious and 
interesting but time cannot be devoted to them now. The fact 
that the Burre family were “free” tenants of the Manor means 
that they were a land-owning family paying an annual quit-— 
rent to the Lord of the Manor, by which they acknowledged an 
overlordship but were otherwise independent lessees. 


The size of their lands is revealed in a number of documents 
and, although they liked to term themselves "Gentlemen," they 
represent a yeoman family probably gaining their living out 
of the land. This makes their study particularly interesting. 
We read much about the County families harbouring priests and 
providing Mass centres. Those who reached Tyburn are well- 
known enough. The Burres are neither of these. They repres- 
ent a respectable middle-class family actively, even danger- 
ously, pursuing the affairs of their religion and suffering 
constant nagging persecution, both at Quarter Sessions and in 
the Archdeacon's Courts. There were many such in this part 
of Essex. Their names appear together in the Archdeacon's 
Books, particularly the Hale family of Walthamstow. What they 
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lost was probably everything they had except their lives. 
Living in small towns, their actions could not fail to attract 
notice and to invite the full rigour of the law. 


The Burre family appear in the earliest surviving Court Roll 
of the Manor of Barking in 1440.(1) The sole medieval rental 
of 1456 (2) also shows Walter Burre as a tenant. On the 14th 
Decenber 1490 (3) William Burre bequeathed his soul to "God 
my maker and all the holy company of heaven" and his body to 
be buried in the Lady Chapel of the parish church of St. 
Margaret. He died six days later leaving a widow and five 
children. His father was his executor. The will discloses a- 
pious and devout man attending regularly at church. The 
lights burning before ten statues of the saints all received 
a small legacy. 20d. was left for "tithes and offerings neg- 
ligently forgotten." There is no reference to the beautiful 
twelfth century crucifixion carved in stone and now preserved 
in the "curfew" tower at Barking, It was indulgenced by 
Pope Boniface the 9th. (4) Probably it belonged to the Abbey 
whose church was a separate building to the Parish Church, 
His properties reveal a man of comfortable means, but not a 
large landowner. Thomas Burre, his son, made his will on the 
23rd December, 1532. (5) The formula was similar to his 
father's but he had added to the Burre property, land at Toms 
a Wood. This was a portion of the Forest of Hainault, part 
of the Abbey's possession. It is only now being felled for 
house building and stands across the road from Chigwell Con- 
vent. In the hundred years of our knowledge of them, the 
Burre family had acquired more land and more substance. 


In 1539 Barking Abbey was suppressed and the following year 
the Steward of the Abbey drew up an account of the Manor and 
all his properties. In that account the Burre family appear 
with their various properties they held of the Manor. Their 
rents were received by the same steward, William Powncett, 
but he paid them to Sir Thomas Dennys for the new Lord of the 
Manor, the King. Between 19th June, 1540, and 10th December, 
1541, the whole of the Abbey buildings were demolished under 
the direction of James Needham the Surveyor General. The 
stones were piled into luggers waiting in the river alongside 
and taken to Dartford for the repair of the King's Manor. 


John Burre who had succeeded his father, and was living in 
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East Street, saw the round towers and the steeple come down. 
He saw the parish church of St. Margaret stripped of all the 
Holy familiar things. The statues, to whose lights his father 
but ten years before had left small legacies, taken down and 
smashed. All round the site of the parish church was desol-— 
ation from the destruction of the Abbey buildings and slowly 
but gradually a new form of religious observance was introd- 
uced. We lose sight of the family for forty years except for 
one illuminating glimpse. 


Barking had become a port for the landing of Catholic books 
printed abroad. They were banned in England so they became 
contraband. The Privy Council were sufficiently alarmed to 
send the following letter to the Bishop of London on October 
27th, 15753s- 


“informing him that one Jones a tailour has brought 
over certain bookes and letters from one Veale..... 
He is desired with the advice and aide of the Recorder 
of London to use all good meanes to apprehende the 
said Jones touching the said bookes and letters, for 
whom he brought them and by whom they are bestowed. 
His Lordship is also willed to write his letters to 
some Justices of the Peace neare Barkinge to serche 
the howse of Burre and Babham of Ham, and to examine 
them touching soche bookes brought from beyond the 
seas by the said Jones and to use soche discrecion 
as he may cume by the trothe of the said Jones and 
Veale in their negociacions abrode and practises at 
home." 


This brief glimpse is revealing. He was not only refusing 
to observe the new religion (as will be seen) but active in 
the affairs of the church in exile and in hiding. The act of 
a courageous man. He was a Crown tenant and possessed pro- 
bably nothing beyond these lands. 


The first enactment of the twenty-third year (1580/1) of 
Elizabeth was the "Act to retain the Queen's Majesty's sub-—- 
jects in their due obedience." This was the Act that made 
non-conforming Catholics into Recusants. The penalty for 
obstinately refusing to frequent the church in time of divine 
service according to the Book of Common Prayer was £20 a 
month. 


~— 


Directly the Act came into force the Burre family were 
brought within its reach. John and Alice Burre appeared be- 
fore Quarter Session (9) at the beginning of 1582. They 
appeared again at Easter, on the 10th of April and in October. 
Twice in 1583 and again twice (January and June) at Quarter 
Sessions in 1584. The following year they made four appear— 
ances before the Justices and in 1586 three more. There 
comes a blank (probably missing records) until 1590. They 
appeared in June of that year, in April the following year, 
and twice in 1592. These appearances are extracted from the 
Quarter Session Rolls, and are possibly not complete. We do 
not know what punishment was theirs; Quarter Session Rolls 
give the indictment but not the result. 


By this time there is another generation of the family but 
they continue to get the "treatment." On the 19th October, 
(10) 1590, Mr. Huttofte declared to the Archdeacon that John 
Burre was too ill to appear on July 12th, 1591. Subsequently 
John Burre and Elizabeth, his wife, with their daughter Sarah 
appeared before the Archdeacon's Court charged with neglect— 
ing to attend church and receive Holy Communion. John Burre 
defended himself and pleaded “he hath received Holy Communion 
according to his conscience and faith and confesseth that his 
conscience will not permit him to receave accord to the B. of 
Common Prayer but the (alloweth) that he cometh to his Parish 
Church of Barking to hear divine service." The next July the 
same Court ordered him (he having been presented to the Court 
a month before) to receive Holy Communion at Christmas. This 
no doubt went on regularly because the Archdeacon's Book of 
1598 reveals that on April 27th of that year at a Court held 
in Romford Church the Burres were again presented with other 
recusant families, the Hales, Canons and Dawsons of Waltham— 
stow, and four members of the More family, descendants of Sir 
Thomas More and Lawrence Povye and his wife Jane (born More). 
So we reach the end of Elizabeth's reign. 


The legal and other official documents are a witness of the 
persistent and unremitting pursuit of a family of no partic-— 
ular note. Time may fill in some of the blanks of these re-— 
cords but there is a very detailed record of the year 1609. 
(11) The detail relates to the Manor of Barking surveyed on 
the instructions of James I with all other royal lands, most 
of them monastic in origin. A jury sat at Barking making an

inventory of the Abbey and Manor lands now held by the Crown, 
the second owner only since the original 7th century endowment. 
In 1540 the Burre family owned a fair number of properties 
listed in a similar survey. By 1609 they owned none of thems 
"Toms a Wood" and "Myncheon Frith" (Nuns Wood in modern Eng- 
lish) with all their other properties are recorded as "once 
Thomas Burres." Their decline from their position as "Gentle- 
men" and "Free tenants" of the Manor needs no explanation. 


The Burre family had held lands of the Manor of Barking 
since 1440 and probably long before. Between 1540 and 1600 
that had gone, this was the price they (and many, many others) 
paid for their adherence to the Church in which they believed.

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TAXATION OF RECUSANTS 1587 


In 1587 an act was passed "for the more speedy execution of 
the Statute of 23 Elizabeth entituled An Act to retain the 
Queen's majesty's subjects in their due obedience", by which 
the crown was empowered to seize two-thirds of the real and 
the whole of the personal property of convicted recusants. 
Nevertheless this did not exempt the small remnant of their 
property left by these proceedings from being exclusively 
assessed for every extraordinary necessity of the state. The 
following document seems to refer to a special levy on recus— 
ants of £25 each, and it has been suggested that it was to 
“meet the expense of an expedition into the Low Countries to 
help the rebellion against Spains one of the Hereford men 
has against his name "a horse", 


In the Calendar of State Papers Domestic of Elizabeth under 
April 1587 (Vol.200, N.61), we find the entry:— 

"Abstract of certificates of the money assessed upon the 
Recusants distinguishing the amount charged, the sums 
received and the excuses for non-payment". 

The document itself (P. Baie Bere 12/200, No. 61) concludes:— 
"To be considered in the taxation of some are charged 

in divers shires which maketh the taxation seame greater". 
but this is not very helpful. 


The names are listed under counties, and are followed by 
three columns, the first gives the assessment ("charged"), 
the second eivés the amount actually paid, and the third give: 
the reason if nothing was in fact paid ("refuse or. excused"),

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Rather erratically "Thomas Moore" is assessed under Surrey 
at £25: since he had been released from the Marshalsea by 
this time, he was no longer resident in Surrey and is noted 
as such.

RECUSANTS IN GAOL OR ON BAIL FOR RELIGION 1587 


In 1581 an Act was passed "to retain the Queen's Majesty's 
subjects in their due obedience" (23 Elizabeth,c.1), by which 
it was made high-treason to hear Confessions, to give absol- 
ution or to receive anyone back into the catholic church. 
Under this Act some of the priest-martyrs were hanged, drawn 
and quartered. By the same Act, all who harboured such 
priests were guilty of misprision of treason, and the penalty 
for saying or for hearing Mass was a fine plus 12 months in 
jail. 

It is not possible to compute the numbers of Catholics who 
were imprisoned for offences against the penal code, but there 
is some important official evidence in the certificates of the 
keepers of the London prisons, edited over fifty years ago by 
Fr. Pollen (in CRS 1(1905):47-723 2(1906); 219-288). From 
these forty-three documents and sets of documents we can learn 
much. There are four sets of particular importance - annual 
returns for the years 1583, 1584, 1586 and 1588. For 1583 and 
1586 there are certificates from 9 prisons, for 1584 from 83 
the returns for 1588 are not classified according to prisons. 


In 1583 there is a total of 103 catholics in these prisons, 
“committed for matters of religion", of whom 33 are priests, 
7 women. In 1584 the total is 100, 29 are priests, and there 
are 4 women. In 1586 there are 95 prisoners, 40 of them are 
priests, one a woman. Apart from those who were imprisoned 
there was a great number allowed out on bails this situation 
is described in a letter to Richard Verstegan -"... The lib- 
erty of catholics is at twenty days' warning, when it is at 
the most, and every of the better sort bound in great bonds 
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and sureties for his appearance. Yet this liberty is very 

great, in respect of their commonest usages for they are, 

for the most part, in prison, or in restraint at some men's 
houses, neither permitted to enjoy their lands, houses and 

countries, nor to converse or spend that they have among 


their neighbours..." 


A list of some 128 people who were released from prison on 
bail with terms of their bonds and number of days notice is 
to be found amongst the State Papers Domestic and is Calend—- 
ared under April 30, 1587 (Vol.200, No.59):— "Names of 
gentlemen recusants and others bound by recognizance to 
appear or to answer under various conditions.". One example 
seems to concern an old Marian priests- "Richard Alreade of 
Ls gent bound with his suretie Riche Cotts in 100 never to 
administer any Sacrament after the use of the Romishe Church 
but behave himselfe as a good subiect ought to her Maiestie 
and state". (fol 124)

3. Thomas More II (continued) 


Upon the decease of Queen Elizabeth, catholics had con- 
ceived strong hopes that things would be much better with them 
in regard to religions many of them being of the opinion, 
that king James would favour them with extraordinary privil- 
eges. Some expected a tolerations others, more sanguine, 
thought his majesty himself was not much averse to the catholic 
cause, and only wanted to be well supported in his inclinat- 
ions. : 

But, let this be as you will, if king James was ever dis- 
posed to be a friend to the catholic cause, he found it neces-— 
sary to alter his measures. Before a month had elapsed from 
the period of his arrival in London, his expressions and his 
conversation had already begun to spread alarm among the body. 
Each day brought fresh intelligence of his hostile resolutions. 
Beaumont, the French ambassador, heard him denounce the pope 
as “the true antichrist": Watson had been insultingly told by 
him that the papists were no longer necessary to his advance-—- 
ments whilst Coke, the attorney-general, publicly declared, 
on his authority, that the "eyes of the catholics should soon— 
er fall out, than they should ever see a toleration". 


In February 1604 a proclamation, enjoining the banishment 
of the catholic missionaries, was published. Orders were then 
issued for enforcing the statutes of recusancy: the usual 
fine of £20 for every lunar month was again demanded: and as 
if to show that the leniency of the past was intended only to 
increase the severity of the present, the demand was extended 
to the whole period since the arrival of James, during which 
the penslties had in some measure, ceased to be exacted. Nor 
were insult and indignity wanting, to complete the outrage of 
this proceeding. Before the arrival of James, a suggestion 
had been hazarded, that the dream of Pharaoh was about to be 
realized, and that the riches of the land would be devoured by 
the hungry dependants of the new monarch. Those dependants 
came, men needy in their fortunes, prodigal in their habits, 
and importunate in their demands. To satisfy their wants var- 
ious expedients were adopted; but their extravagances gener~ 
ally kept pace with the liberality of their masters and their 
clamours seldom failed to grow loud as his means of supply 
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became diminished. At length a new method of providing for _ 
their necessities was devised. Bach individual was ordered to 
search out as many catholics as possible, and to select from 
the more opulent those who were most likely to answer his pur- 
pose. The king, in his bounty, then "bestowed" these persons > 
upon him. He made over to him what claims the crown possessed 
or might afterwards possess, on them, for the fines of recus— 
ancy; and authorised him either to proceed at law for the 
recovery of the penalties, or to accept a grant of money, by 
way of composition for the amount. Alluding to the feelings 
produced by the merciless exactions of these adventurers, the 
French ambassador says that the catholics were "driven to 
despair": Fr. John Gerard tells us that it was “both grievous 
and odious, that true and free-born subjects should be given, 
as it were, in prey to others". 


The following extracts from the State Papers and from the 
Exchequer Records will show how the More family were affected 
by being "bestowed" upon Sir James Sandilands, one of king 
James' rapacious Scottish camp-followers.

The copy of the Letters Patent, signed by the king himself 
on June 25, 1605, grants the debts of James Braybrook deceased 
of Thomas Hourd and Henry Manfield (all for recusancy) to 
Sandilands. But the Letter continues:— 


"... and also for the considerations aforesaid of our more 
abundant grace and especiall favor wee have given and 
granted and by theis presents for us, our heirs etc., to 
Sir James Sandilandis knight, his executors etc., the full 
and intire somme of one thowsand and five hundred pounds of 
lawfull English money to be had, levied, taken and per- 
ceived of all and every such rents... which synce the 
feast of St Michael Th'Archangel last past or at any tyme 
hereafter are or shalbe adiudged, decreed, ordered or re- 
covered, grow to be due or paiable to us our heires and 
successors, and not before the date of their presents paid 
unto our Receipt of Exchequer or the hands of Sheriffs or 
commissioners for or in respecte of any lands, tenements, 
hereditaments, grades, debtes, duties, paines, penalties 
or forfeitures of any Recusant or Recusants forfeited and 
paiable or answerable to the late Queen Elizabeth, late 
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Queene of England, or unto us in respecte of any penall 
laws or statues heretofore made touching recusants and not 
given, pardoned, released or discharged by the said late 
Queen nor by us..." 


TII. Sandilands cashes in. 


Armed with his copy of the Letters Patent, Sandilands 
called on the Barons of the Exchequer without delay, and fer— 
retted out of the Pells Receipt Books all the recusants who 
had been paying fines or had had their lands seised. Hence we 
find the entry for the lands of Thomas More II in Barnburgh, © 
Yorks and in North Mimms, Herts: they were being farmed by his 
wife's nephew, Robert Wyvell, of Masham, Yorks (possibly Wyvel

Thomas More II out of the hands of the Exchequer, because his) 
name does not appear in the Pells Receipt Books again, but the1 
could not have been much advantage in falling into the hands 
of a man like Sandilands. In the same Pells Receipt Book we — 
find against no less than 26 Recusant accounts that the money 
was to go to Sandilands, including such names as Thomas Crowley 
Edward Church, the Mannocks, the Martins and the Giffords.

THE BISHOP OF LONDON'S LIST OF ESSEX RECUSANTS IN 1605 


When King Henry VIII made himself Pope of the Ecclesia 
Anglicana - "in terris supremum caput ecclesie Anglicane" - 
the whole elaborate system of Church administration, which had 
been built up over the centuries and which centred round the 
authority of the Pope, was suddenly dumped in his lap; he 
passed it on to a Royal Commission (Act of 25 Henry VIII, c.19) 
telling them to work out a new Code of Canon Law for his church. 
That was in 1534: as is the way with Royal Commissions, it was 
not until 1603 that any new body of canons was published. 

This was done under the leadership and supervision of Richard 
Bancroft, Bishop of London, and the code was passed. by Convo=— 
cation of Canterbury on June 25, 1604 and confirmed on Septem- 
ber 6 of the same year by Letters Patent under the great seal. 


(cf. The Canon Law of the Church of England, SPCK 1947) 


Canon 114 of the new code was completely news it reads:-— 
"Every parson, vicar or curate shall carefully inform 
themselves every year hereafter, how many popish recusants, 

men, women and children above the age of thirteen years, 
and how many being popishly given (who though they come to 
church yet do refuse to receive communion) are inhabitants, 
or make their abode, either as sojourners or common guests, 
in any of their several parishes. And they shall set their 
true names in writing, if they can learn them, or otherwise, 
such names as for the time they carry, distinguishing the 
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absolute recusants from the half recusants: and the same | 
so far as they know and believe, so distinguished and set 
down under their hands, shall truly present to their ord- 
inaries, before the feast of the Nativity next ensuing... 
Also we ordain thst all such Ordinaries, chancellors, 
commissaries, archdeacons, officials, and all other eccle- 
siastical officers, to whom the said presentments shall be 
exhibited, shall likewise, within one month of the receipt 
of the game...deliver them, or cause to be delivered, to th 
bishop respectively, who shall also exhibit them to the | 
archbishop, within six weeks, after he hath received the 
said presentmenits." 


It is not surprising that the Bishop of London put the 
canon into effect, for he had cooked it up himself, and we are) 
fortunate to find preserved amongst the Rolls of the Essex | 
Quarter Sessions two certificates signed by the Bishop himself 
by which he certifies to the Justices that the names on the | 
lists are recusants. The first is dated from Fulham Palace, | 
April 6, 1605, and is based on presentments made to him by par 
sons, vicars and curates, and also on some made by churchwarde 
sidesmen or questmen. The second certificate is based on al 
made by Mr Savage, the Official of the Archdeacon of Essex, 


and is deted from Fulham, July 9, 1605. 


In the second certificate the Bishop notes that “in the 
reste of the bills concerninge Hecusants which have byn exhib— 
ited theis sixe monethes laste paste there are no recusants 
presented", He also notes that none had been presented from 
the Archdeaconry of Middlesex (for that part of Essex which 
fell within its jurisdiction - deaneries of Harlow, Hedingham 
and Dunmow)’, and none from the Archdeaconry of Colchester, so 
it would not appear that his lists are exhaustive. 


Indeed we know that at this date there were three apostate 
priests in Essex; Anthony Tyrrell, Vicar of Southminster, 
Ralph Ithell, Vicar of Wickham Bishops, and Thomas Simpson, 
Vicar of Kelvedon, who were hardly Likely to press hard on thei 
former friends. We find in the very lists here printed "The 
wief of Mr Thorne which is parson of Leaden Roothings", so he 
could scarcely afford to be very active against the iets, 
The parson of Little Samford seems to hint that he did not get 
mach help out of hib churchwardens, so he presents them alone: 
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probably the reason was that the Greene family and its depend- 
ents was Little Samford, and there was nobody who wanted to 
harm them. 


The vexed question of which were popish or papistical rec- 
usants and which sectary recusants does not seem to arise in 
this case, for as will be seen the Canon 114 of 1603 is direc- 
ted only against popish recusants, and in the one case wherea 
sectary is presented he is explicitly declared to be so. 


It is interesting to see the remark of Morgan Richards, 
parson of Little Samford: "...founde they in the parrishe 
many absolute Recusants, who though popishelie given would and 
wilbe called catholicks". This seems to recognise a policy 
amongst the recusants at calling themselves Catholics as a 
distinguishing name.

PAPIST TCMBS IN ESSEX CHURCHES 


I. Kelvedon Hatch 


In 1895 the new church in the village of Kelvedon Hatch 
was opened and consecrated: it replaced the old church 1s 
miles from the village and a scant 30 yards from Kelvedon 
Hall, which in turn had been built about 1740 on the site of 
the medieval church. No service has been held in the old 
church since 1895 and apart from a few exceptional cases there 
have been no burials in the churchyard; stripped of all 
furniture, its windows in, and the roof sagging, the old 
church surely cannot stand much longer. 


On the floor of the church, on its walls and in the

churchyard are many memorial tablets to the Wright family who | 


were lords of the manor and patrons of the living for nearly 


400 years. Many of the inscriptions were printed in the ESSE, 


REVIEW 26 (1917) : 173-80, but for no apparent reason one of 
the most interesting was omitteds it is reproduced here 
before it disappears for ever:- 


Under the Marble distinguished by his name lye the 
remains of Mannock Strickland of Lincoln's Inn Esq’., 
one of the Sons of Robert Strickland of Thornton-— 
Bridge in the County of York Esqt., by Bridget his 
wife, daughter of Sir William Mannock of Giffords 
Hall in the County of Suffolk Bt. He married Mary, 
only surviving daughter of John Wright of Kelvedon 
Hall in this County Esq., by Eugenia his wife, 
daughter of Charles Trinder of Burton on the Water 
in the County of Gloucester Esq?. By whom he had 
six sons and four daughters. 

Besides the more conspicuous Ornaments of Honor and 
Learning he was possessed of all those engaging 
qualities which make an husband, a father and a 


friend, belov'd, honor'd and esteemed. His disconsolate | 


widow acceding to his request at his death (which was 
in the 61st year of his age November lyth, 1744) has 
buried him in this Chancel among her ancestors. 

And in testimony of her duty and affection erected 
this monument to his memory 1748.

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A RSCUSANT BISHOP'S NON-RECUSANT HORSE 


In an old manuscript note-—book from Brentwood parish 
(written towards an end of the last century) appears the foll- 
owing note (p.15)s3-—- 


The Revd. Thomas Berrington of Ingatestone Hall and Bishop 
Berrington his brother and another brother were riding to- 
wards Brentwood. Thomas and his brother rode through the 
gate and pointed to the Bishop behind as much as to say 
that the servant would pay. The man closed the gate. The 
Bishop coming up, put his horse at the gate and cleared it. 
The two were summoned for not paying and tried at Chelms— 
ford and of course had to pay. The Bishop said, "What are 
you going to do with me?" "Oh", said the pike-kseper, 
"you shall be free of the pike as long as I live, for you 
took it like a man". 


_ There is no date given and the source of the story does 
not appears: it was probably handed down verbally amongst the 
Catholics of the neighbourhood. 


The first turnpike gate in Essex was set up by an Act of 
Parliament across the highway of Mountnessing. At first it 
was controlled by the Essex magistrates, and the tolls which 
were charged went to the upkeep of five widely-separated 
stretches of Essex road. (see A History of Essex, by A.C. 
Edwards, London 1958). It was possibly here that the incident 
took place. 


Thomas Berington of Moat Hall, Salop, married Ann, daughter 
of Mr Bates of Stock Hall, and on the death of the latter the 
property passed into the possession of his daughter, and the 
Beringtons came to Stock. Here, in 1748, was born Charles 
Berington, afterwards Bishop of Hieroecaeserea and co-adjutor 
to Bishop Talbot, and, on the death of the latter, Vicar-— 
Apostolic of the Midland District. Tombs of the Mason, Ber- 
ington and Eldridge families are in the Stock churchyard. 

(CRS 6 (1909) 3329). His life is a continued story of dis- 
appointed hopes and expectations. At thirteen he was sent to 
the English College at Douai, where his abilities at once 
showed themselves; but he never applied himself to work. His 
progress was so unsatisfactory that four years later he was 
removed and sent to St. Gregory's Seminary, Paris.

"October 18, 1765: Charles Berington, son of Thomas Berington 
and Anne Bates, came from Douai to commence his course at 
Paris at the Seminary expense." (CRS 19 (1917) 3148). | 
According to his cousin, the Rev. Joseph Berington, he did | 
very little better at Paris than at Douai, though he succeeded | 
at last in taking his doctorate at the Sorbonne in 1776 : || 
"August. Charles Berington, having taken the Doctor's Cap 

at the Seminary expense went on the mission" (CRS ibid. 151). 
On his return to England, he became chaplain at Ingatestone 
Hall, a few miles from his birthplace, and remained there 
until 1784. In 1786 he was appointed coadjutor to Bishop 
Thomas Talbot, Vicar Apostolic of the Midland District, be- 
coming at the same time titular Bishop of Hierocaesereas: 

upon the death of Bishop Talbot in 1795 he succeeded as Vicar 
Apostolic, 


In the Chelmsford Chronicle of June 11, 1773 we reads— | 


"Last Monday took place the long depending cricket match, | 
Mr Berrington of Stock against ten gentlemen of the neighbour-|| 
hood of Romford. John Mair Esq. and Mr John Tyler beat Mr | 


Berrington who beat the seven others and one gentleman paid 
forfeit. There were above 600 notches played." 


No doubt the Bishop had a game when he was at Ingatestone 
Hall, for there are many similar entries in the columns of 
the paper. He died suddenly of apoplexy while riding home 
from Sedley Perk. (cf. article on Charles Berrington in the

OLD HALL GREEN ACADEMY (1769-1793) AND ITS ESSEX BOYS 


The present St. Edmund's College, Old Hall Green, near 
Puckeridge and five miles from Ware, Hertfordshire, is both a 
seminary and a boys' school. Before the seminary was opened 
by Bishop Douglass, Vicar Apostolic of the London District, 
with Mass and exposition of the Blessed Sacrament, as he 
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recorded in his diary on 16 Nov. 1793, the school had a long 
history believed to be of at least 133 years since the Rest-— 
oration of Charles II. Its ancestry is traced almost contin-—- 
uously through schools at Silkstead and Twyford near Winchest- 
er and at Standon, Hare Street and Old Hall Green in that 
corner of S.E. Hertfordshire which juts into Essex. 


The phases in the life of the school are distinguished 
not only by the different geographical locations but also by 
the changes in proprietorship and clientele. The school 
buildings at Old Hall Green were rented by Bishop James Talbot 
coad jutor to Bishop Challoner, in 1769 and purchased by him in 
1771. Unlike the school at Standon it was now patronised by 
the Catholic nobility and gentry. Among the first ten boys 
were George and John Talbots Arundell, Howard and Petre 
brothers soon followed. The bishop himself and his two 
brothers, George, Earl of Shrewsbury, and Thomas, Bishop and 
Vicar Apostolic of the Midland District, had themselves been 
pupils of the School at Twyford in its best days. 


Among the archives at Old Hall, there exists a document 
(no. 206) which lists the 74 boys who came to Old Hall Green 
between Oct. 1669 and Aug. 1780, just after the Gordon Riots. 
Of these, four are recognised as Essex names: John Wright 
who came on 11 May 1772 and left 22nd May 17773 Rob. Edw. 
Petre and George Petre who came on 21 April 1773 and left to- 
gether on 28 May 1777 (rather than 1778 but see below) and a 
little later Tho? Wright who entered on 25 June 1780. 


The earliest advertisement for the school appeared in the 
Laity's Directory for 1791 and announced "Mr. Wilacey, Old 
Hall Green, near Puckeridge, Herts, terms 25 guineas a year 
for board and learning. Parents to find cloaths, books, 
medicine and any other extraordinaries. None admitted after 
twelve years old." These terms had prevailed during the 
years since 1769, when advertisements and even priests' names 
could not appear in the Laity's Directory until the Catholic 
Relief Act of 1791. The extras mentioned are the basis of a 
book in the Old Hall Archives (M.34, 61a) "Accounts of 
Boarders", by which we are enabled to learn something of the 
lives of the four Essex boys above-mentioned. 


Only the last of the four boys, Thomas Wright, was still 
at the school when I.W. King, the Curate of Standon, on 4 Oct. 
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1780, addressed to Mr. Burn (Secretary to the Lord Bishop of 
London) at London House, St. James's Square, the following 
letter, now in the archives of the Catholic Record Society:- 


"Sir, In Consequence of a Circular letter from the 
Bishop of London to his clergy, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the Number of Papists in his Diocese, 
I send you the following account of their Number in 
the parish of Standon - Herts. 


I believe it to be exact, & beg the favour of 
you to communicate it to his Lordship. 


There is a School in which are 29 Boarders 
Masters & assistants 4 
In the family besides 5 
Other inhabitants of that persuasion 33 
including Children 
There are no Children in the School whose 
parents reside in this parish. I cannot therefore 
be absolutely certain that none are of protestant 
Parents — but am told not. - I am Sir,

The number of boarders agrees fairly closely with the 
document no. 206 mentioned above. The names of the 33 Cath- 
olic inhabitants of Standon (and Puckeridge), mainly the 
Philips, Sedcole, Aylett, Singleton, Clarke and Hollingworth 
families, are known from another Old Hall document (no. 203) 
entitled "Standon Congregation 1780", which also lists, at 
Magdalen Laver in Ussex, Mrs. Hliz. Cozins, Mother of John, 
Richard, Elizabeth, Henry and Sarah Cozins. This family

The four ‘Masters and assistants' would bes— 


l. Rev. James Willacy. Of him Bishop Ward says in his 
‘History of St. Bdmunds College', p. 37, "The first master of 
the new establishment at Old Hall Grcen was the Rev. James | 
Willacy, a relative of Mr. Kendal's (who had remained when 
the school left Hare Street), and a native of Lancashire. He 
was educated at Douay, where his name first occurs in the 
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Fourth of Rudiments at the time when the future Bishop Talbot 
was a ‘senior’. He was ordained priest in 1762, and stayed 
on as Professor, first of Poetry and then of Rhetoric, being 
reckoned, says Dr. Kirk, of Lichfield, a good classical 
scholar. He left Douay July 23rd, 1764, and not improbably 
went straight to the Standon Lordship school. After three 
years at Standon and two at Hare Street, he was appointed to 
the management of the new 'Academy' at Old Hall Green." 


2. Rev. Henry Postlethwaite. Ward says little of him. He 
probably came to Old Hall about 1769. He was succeeded as 
chief assistant about 1785 by the Rev. John Potier, who 
became Master in the autumn of 1792. Postlethwaite should 
presumably not be confused with (a) James Postlewhate, of 
whom the 7th Douay Diary says that on 2 July 1749, "In miss- 
ionem profectus est Revs De Jacs Postlewhate musaei Praefect— 
us: ut in Vill® Standoniana in Comitatu Hartfordiensi Scholam 
regeret," nor with (b) his younger brothers John and Henry, 
whose carsers at Douay are detailed in the Diary from 1743 to 
1753, when on Oct. 13, Henry died there a deacon. 


3 and 4. Joseph Hawk and Mr. Bloodworth. These names are 
known through the Militia List for Standon in 1786, at the 
Hertfordshire County Record Office, which also gives Joseph 
Bloodworth as servant to Mr. Willacey at the Boarding School. 


Thus in these names we have those who probably taught the 
Petres and the Wrights at Old Hall Green Academy. 


It will be noticed that Old Hall Green Academy was a 
preparatory school and did not admit pupils after the age of 
12 years. Robert Edward Petre entered 4 months before his 
10th birthday, with his brother George who was seven. They 
left together on the same day which is given wrongly in the 
list of boys (document no. 206) as 28 May 1778 (the day the 
first Catholic Relief Bill was passed). As the ‘Accounts of 
Boarders' shows them as leaving in 1777, they were 4 years 
at the school and so were 13 and 11 on leaving. 


No fewer than 25 of their contemporaries went on to the 
Jesuit school, the Academy at Liége, formerly at St. Omers, 
which migrated in 1794 to Stonyhurst. The detailed accounts 
of these boys appear in the 'Liége No. 3' School Ledger among 
the Farm St. Mss.

Robert Edward Petre was the eldest son of Robert Edward, 
the 9th Baron Petre, and of Anne, the daughter of Philip 
Howard and neice of the 9th Duke of Norfolk. He was born on || 
3 Sept 1763. He married in 1786 Mary Bridget, the daughter of ||) 
Henry Howard of Glossop, and had four sons and six daughters. 
He became 10th Baron Petre on the death of his father in 1801 
and himself died on 29 March 1809. There is no portrait of

him at Ingatestone Hall. His brother George, born in 1766, 
died -20°06s.. 1797. 


The Old Hall Green Academy as a Catholic school was 
illegal until the Catholic Relief Act of 1791 and its staff 
were liable to life imprisonment as priests or as school- 
masters until the first Catholic Relief Act of 1778 and to a 
year's imprisonment till 1791. On 9 Jan. 1792 Old Hall was 
registered with the Clerk of the Peace as a place of Catholic 
worship and on the same day Rev. Jas. Willacy Clerk and Rev. 
Jn? Potier Clerk, together with Margaret Backhouse and John 
sedcole took the new Oath of Allegiance at Hertford Quarter 
Sessions. 


Two years earlier Bishop James Talbot died (26 Jan1790). 
Ward, in the 'History of St. Edmund's College' (p.44), gives 
his private instructions to his brother, Bishop Thomas Talbot 
about his will of 1 March 17€4, in which 'my little farm and 
all my property in Herts' are left to his successor - as 
Vicar Apostolic of the London District. 


Nevertheless there exists in the Jesuit Archives at Farm 
St. a copy of a Deed of Gift of 1790, whereby Charles Earl 
of Shrewsbury, claiming "the possession and enjoyment of the 
Freehold Lands Tenements and Hereditaments" of his late Uncle 
the Honourable James Talbot, grants “one Capital Freehold 
Messuage ... commonly known by the name of Old Hall ... and 
now in the tenure and occupation of James Willacy Gentleman 
--. to James Barnard Gentleman of Castle Street Holborn, to 
Richard Southworth and Peter Browne (who are clergy of the 
London Vicariate Apostolic, to which John Douglass was con- 
secrated bishop on 19 Dec. 1790).
